‘The Swiss are playing their, 


country people off against their| 
city people in their effort. to 
maintaim order in their country. 
With crowds of working people 
from the factories making vague 
demands for a betterment of 
living conditidns—mainly, lower 
prices—and with oachine guns 
hidden'in positions near central 
points in the town, the Govern- 
ment is depending upon soldiers: 
brought in from the country 
districts to handle mobs and riots. 

Russia has taught, Switzerland 
a lesson which the rulers were 
quick to put into service. The 
discovery. in Russia, that the

According to a table published 
in Lloyd's Register the total num- 
ber of steamers now in existence 
of 5,000 tons :gross and over is 
not less than 2,914—238 of which 
are of 10,000 tons and above. 


The United Kingdom's share of 


the large.vsssels is 1,140, includ. 
ing 119 of 10,000 tons and above. 
The other countries which have 
more than 100 vessels’ of 5,000 
tons and above are: The United 
States of America, 918 (188 
of which are for trade on 
the Great Lakes of North 
America): Germany. 219; 
Japan, 117 and France, 109. The 
steamers of less than 1,000 tons 
gross amount to 12,521, i.e. over 
50 per cent. of the total number 
of steamers of 100 tons and up- 
wards recorded in Llosd’s Register 
Book. It is also interesting to 
note that nearly 22,000,000 tons 
of shipping is now actually classed 
by the Society, and the existing 
vessels . which were formally 
classed total over 5,600,000 tons.
